REMARKS 



In the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 5 and 21 are allowable. The 
Examiner rejected claims 1, 2, 4, 6-9, 11-20, 22-27 and 29-42 under 35 USC §103. 

The claims have been amended in accordance with the Examiner's indication of 
allowable subject matter and to correct various typographical errors. Claims 7, 19, 20, 24, 
27, and 29-42 have been cancelled. New claims 43-53 have been added that correspond to 
the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter. Specifically, the newly added claims 
include various claims directed to processes performed by the client server receiving the DNS 
responses, as recited in allowable claim 21. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 8-9, 11-18, 22-23, 25-26, and 
43-53 are now pending. Applicant believes that all pending claims are allowable.
